DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious, a method for 
measuring molecular movement in a cell, comprising: contacting a cell with a 
compartment marker and with a molecular marker; imaging the marked cell with a 
detector; creating a compartment mask; and correlating said compartment mask and 
said molecular marker to measure molecular movement in a cell, as recited in claim 1; 
and 

a method for measuring nuclear translocation in a cell, comprising: contacting a 
cell with a nuclear marker and with a molecular marker; imaging the marked cell with a 
detector; creating a nuclear mask; and correlating said nuclear mask and said molecular 
marker to measure molecular movement in a cell, as recited in claim 10. 

Claims 2-9 and 11-18 depending from claims 1 or 10 are allowed for the same 
reason.
